It was found that farm work 
over-developed the major muscles 
while tim finer muscles were neg­ 
lected. 
The surprising result was 
that the farm-reared young man 
tired out more quickly than the 
city-reared young man, under physi­ 
cal strain that demanded the use 
of the whole body. 
It was also 
found that the farm boys have a 
greater 
number 
of 
correctable 
physical 
defects 
than 
the 
city- 
reared boys. 
When it comes to education it 
Is well knowm that the percentage 
of I l l i t e r a c y In the country is twice 
that In the city, one In every ten 
OC the rural population being class­ 
ed as Illiterate. 
One investigator 
finds that of the sixteen states hav­ 
ing 
a 
percentage 
of 
illiteracy 
greater than that of the United 
States as a wffiole, fifteen have a 
foreign population Tureentage far 
below 14.7, 
that of the United 
States as a whole, the average be­ 
ing only 2.9 per cent. 
These fifteen states include all 
but one of the thirteen states which 
have a child labor percentage in ex­ 
cess of the average for the LTnited 
States as a whole. 
But aside from the wrecking of

befilth 
and 
tile 
educational 
equipment of the individual chil'! 
by farm labor, there is another se 
rious effect upon the nation at 
large. 
Oppressed by the hard and 
unsatisfactory life at home and the 
gloater lures of the city, the coun­ 
try boy is leaving the farm. Every 
year it Is getting harder fee the 
farmer to find labor to till bin 
crops.
